Tho cattle trade has rapidly increased 
during the time when tho epidemic wa? 
making its most destructive ravages 
The number of dealers has increased 


from 7,723 in tho year 1870 to 14,768 for 
the year 18S2, all of whom devote their 
eiitire time to the business of stock deal- 
ing, employing a large amount of capital, 
which from the nature of the traffic rauat 
necessarily consist of ready cash. 


Should the board that Dr. Lonng has 


organized meet with success in ita mves. 
tigations, the result will be of vast inter- 
est to the cattle 'industry of the United 
States. 


BLOWN UP. 


Terrible Disaster Near Lake View, 


California^ 


Steamer Pilot Blown Up With Great 


Lows of Ijlfc--A Came ot Polson- 


SAN 
FKA.NCISCO, 
May 
26.—The 


steamer Pilot, a small vessel plying between 
this port aud Lakovillo, exploded yesterday. 
Cupt. Graves states ho was at breakfast when 
it occurred. The force waa HO groat as to tear 
up tho whole decks, and tho stove, which had 
beon lifted into tho air, struck him, knocking 
him Bonsokus. Regaining consciousness, ho 
mado.his way to tho top of tho after cabin, und 
found the forward part of tho atoamer shat- 
tered und John Sheddau, ono of the firemen, in 
tho debris. Tho crow and most of tho passengers 
was struggling in the water. Two ladies woro 
on tho top of tho cabin uninjured, but scream- 
ing for their children and husbands, who woro 
drowning. 
A small boat waa uninjured, with 


which, tho captain picked up Mr. Mathers and 
child. 
Somo of tho wounded woro oxtricatcd 


from tho debris and carried to tho mud lints 
on ;tho bank, whoro Shoddan died a few miu- 
utea after. 
As tho honr approached for tho

tho captain hoisted the union .(lag at half- 
mast and assistance from tho shore waa thus 
procured. Awnings and 
mattresses 
woro 


spread on tho remaining portion of the cabin, 
where tho dead and dying were placed for 
treatment Mr. Mathora waa badly scalded, 
as alao a ohild which ho saved. Engines woro 
dispatched to tho nearest points for physicians. 
Ponding their lurival a search for tho passen- 
gers showed tho following missing:

Lookwell, George Irwio. Goorgo Given, and 
four of Mather's sons, all of Potaluma. 


A man named Heagan waa found dead on ft 


piece of timber half a milo from tho wreck, on 
which wae also Mrs. MoNear, atill alive. She 
died soon after. 


Tho former evidently placed her on a timber 


aud thon, unable to support his head above 
wntor, was arowuod. The captain was unable 
to account for tho explosion. At a cottage a 
short distance from whero tho wreck lies are 
tho survivors of tho Mather family writhing in 
ugo.uy. .Four of tho children and two cousins 
were drowned. Tho father is bruiBod and scald- 
ed, the mother crazed with CTiof, scalded, and 
dying in excruciating pain, llor dying child, 
lOinoutlia old, is iu an adjoining room. The 
faniilv was on the way to Arizona, and the 
cousins wore intending to soo tho family safely 
on route. The Mathers woro boated forward 
tho baby in arms, a child of 0, acd another of

Tho physicians called suspected metallic 
poison, and toolt somo of tho remaining moat, 
both cooked and uncooked, to the health board 
for analyto- Yesterday all tho patients but 
throe soomod to liavo got over the worst of it 
About midnight ouo of Mrs. McClaren's sons, 
John, aged 10, grow worse, and died about

time Black was also takon worse, and con- 
tinued tp sink until about 8 o'clock, when 
ho also didi All tho doctors and tho family 
think tho trouble came from tho meat. Tho 
butcher, however, says it was a fresh piece of 
Chicago beef, received tho night before. Ho 
thicks tho poison, if thore was any, must have 
boeu put on tho meat aftor it left tho shop, or 
olao it was in tho ilour or something plso.

CROOK'S CAMPAIG-N,

Dispatches From

Seat of War—One Report of 


Disaster, Another of 


Triumph. 


TOMBSTONE, Arizona, May 26.—A re- 


liable citizen of thia place returned from the 
Sail Jo3o mine, Souora, yesterday. On tho 23d 
a Mexican arrived at tho mines, bringing tho 
report that a terrible disaster liud befallen 
Crook. According to tho report, tho scouts 
mutinied whon in tho heart of the Sierra 
Maclroa, and massacred nearly tho cntiro com- 
mand, tho general himself being ono of tho 
victims. The above report is not credited by 
army officers this aide of tho line. 


A courier from tho Mexican custom houso, 


thirty milos distant, brought news to tho 3Iexi- 
ean consulate horo last night of a desperate 
battle between Gen. Crook's command and the 
hoatiles, Tho details are very meagre. Tlio 
light occurred in tho Sierra Madres, 100 miloa 
from the scouo of Garcin'u battle of April M. 
The dato of Crook's tight in believed to bo 
about May S. Crook's advance was umbuahod 
and defeated, with a loss of several killed. 
Tno ontiro forco then followed aud overtook 
tho hostiiea. A general engagement, lasting 
Huvcral hours euutiud, in which thirty roa- 
ogados were killed. Crook's loas is unknown, 
but is believed to bo heavy, as tho euoniy had 
tho advantage of position. 


ANOTHER KEPOBT. 


TOMBSTONE, Arizona Territory, May 


20.—Dr. B. II. Peterson, a reliable man who 
has just reached horo from tho ranch of Don 
Juan Eliaa, in Sonora, reports tho arrival 
of a Mexican courier at the ranch Thursday

Many of 
them have farms and live nicely at 
home, but at the approach of warm 
weather abandon everything and set 
orth upon their wanderings, enjoying 
he variety and vagabond life, and gath- 
ring a rich harvest as they hang around 
he church doors and market-places. 
Bigoted, lazy and fond of drink, tho 
.verage Russian peasant finds such a 
il'e the he,i<riit .of .enjoyment. 


There aro many failures in planting 


orsowiug-small garden and farm seeds 
from three causes, namely, in not suf- 
ficiently pulverizing the soil, in burying 
top deep; and in not compressing the 
earth closely about the seeds. 
' 1. Without thorough pulverization 
the soil and its moisture can not be 
brought into close contact with the 
seed, but only a few points of the small 
clods aud lumps will touch ir, and air 
crevices be left all about it. The small- 
er the seed; the larger will be these crev- 
ices iu comparison. Seeds will not grow 
buried in a stone-heap, or in a heap of 
coarse clods. The more nearly the soil 
is reduced to the condition of fine pow- 
der ' the' better. 
Garden beds should 


therefore be- finely pulverized with a 
thorough use of tho steel rake. Ma- 
nure, wlien applied, should be thoroughly 
broken up and well intermixed. _ln 
sowing the smaller flower-seeds, which 
are not to-be covered over-half- an inch 
deep, it is well • to .pulverize the earth 
with the thumb and finger as it is 
dropped in tho drilL If the soil is not 
dry enough for the operation, wait until 
it becomls so, and more will be gained 
by the delay than by the hasty covering 
of fine seeds with wet clods. A rule has 
been correctly given, that a strong soil 
is never dry enough until a clod under 
the pressure of the boot is crumbled to 
powder, instead of pressed to a soft and 
yielding mass. 


2. Seeds are often buried too deep. 


They must never be placed beyond the 
reach of air. 
:An old and good_-rule is 


to cover them to a depth varying from 
three to five times their diameter. But 
this rule will vary with the character of 
tho soil and its condition. More depth 
will be required for a dry than for a 
moist covering; and a greater depth of 
sand may bo applied than'of compact; 
clav. ' Seedsmen are sometimes falsely 
charged with selling poor seed, merely 
because the gardener buried it to such a 
depth that it could not grow. Wo have 
witnessed some rather striking instances 
of such mistakes. 
! 3. Tho soil should be sufficiently com- 
pressed about the seed, otherwise there 
.will.be many air-cavities. The amount 
of pressure given will depend on circum- 
stances. If the earth is finely pulver- 
ized, less pressure will bo required than 
with a coarse or lumpy soil. A heavier 
pressure needs to be .given with a dry 
.than' a' moist soil. 
It is an old 


opinion that seeds germinate better 
if sown just 
before 
a 
rain 
than 


after it. 
This may bo true when 


a fine soil has been previously well 
pressed about the seed. More common- 
ly a coarse soil has prevented a close 
packing,- and" tho soilTiaving been soft^ 
ened more or less by a shower, will the 
more closely encase tho seed with a 
moderate pressure. 
If tho gardener 


understands tho rationale of all theso 
.operations, ho will bo more likely to 
avoid mistakes, and to meet with uni- 
form success, than if ho pursues blind 
and unconditional rules. 


In sowing every kind of seed, and 


with different conditions of tho soil, a 
oreat deal that is really valuable in 
practice, as well as really interesting, 
may bo : learned by trying different 
modes'side by: side. Bury the seeds at 
different depths, and mark each portion; 
.observe' the condition of tho soil as to 
[moisture- and fineness; plant both be- 
ifore and after rain, in a commonly 
;coarso and in .a finely pulvorize_d soil; 
these experiments, performed side by 
side, will during the season of growth

Every possible means must be resorted 
to to make, the place attractive to those 
youno- people, and to havo the boys sec 
that they do not suffer at _ the village 
•gathering in comparison with those of 
their old playmates who are studying 
for college or for a profession.

of a-well-to-do farmer should not be 
equal in appearance to what is worn by 
the children of tho doctor or lawyer or 
trader' in the neighborhood.

Tho IMaco for Bicycles. 


There is some talk of organizing a bi- 


cycle club iu this city, and for tho pur- 
pose of giving the movers in that organi- 
zation all the information possible on the 
subject we publish the following from 
tbe Madisoa Journal, regarding tho rights 
of bicyclists and of pedestrians: 


In all courts where test casas have 


arisen, it has been decided that a bicycle 
js a vehicle and us such entitled to tbe 
rights of-the wajron-roau. 
It being thus 


thoroughly established that tho bicycle 
is a strest conveyance, itof course cannot 
be awarded both the rights of tho side- 
walk and those of the road; it must be de- 
nied the former, just as a saddle horse or 
a carnage or a wagon is. In all cities of 
considerable size, this rule is enforced, 
the bicycle is forced to tbe street, where 
it belongs, and the sidewalk is reserved 
for the convenience and undisturbed 
comfort of pedestrians. A bicyclist op- 
erating his machine on the sidewalk ia 
not only 
out of place, and a 
tres- 


passer, but

a decided nuisance.

you; it continues its mandatory clang, 
until the whole neighborhood is awaken- 
ed; men, women and children are scared 
half out of their wits'and rush iu all 
directions to get out of the way of the 
merciless wheel, that comes down the 
walk with rapid and unvarying whirl, ap- 
parently desirous of taking a wild swoop 
over everything that stands in the way; 
wheel and ridor demand at least half of 
tbe walk, and that half is taken out of 
the middle, forcing people to either flat- 
ten themselves against tho fence and be- 
ware ot floating ribbons or coat-flaps 
catching in tho spindles, or else to step 
aside into tho ditch. A would-be, quiet 
walk in the residence quarter is disturb- 
ed at least once in each block, almost any 
hour of the day, by tho bicyclists, who 
aro becoming very numerous.

engine, have become so habituated to 
seeing folks fly in all directions on their 
approach, that they fairly chuckle with 
wild glee, as a party of pedestrians or a 
group of playing children scatter at the 
sound of the alarm, like chickens at the 
swoop of the destroying hawk. While at 
night, (vhen the machines are hung with 
ominous red and green signal-lights and 
rapidly flit to and fro, one may walk the 
streets with more equanimity than to fol-
